INSISTENT CALL FOR

Encroachment upon the func- 


dictation of ite policy are not to be 
thought. of, much less attempted, 
but there is an insistent call for 
harmony of purpose and concord 
of action to speed the solution of 
the difficult probleme confronting 
both the legislative and executive 
branches of the government. 

It is worth while to make allu- 
sion here to the character of our 
government, mindful as one must 
be that an address to you is no less 
a message to all our people, for 
whom you speak most intimately, 
Ours is a popular government 
through political parties.

BUDGET SYSTEM TO 
ASSIST ECONOMICS. 


In these urgent economies we 
shall be immensely assisted by the 
budget system for which you made 
provisions in the extraordinary 
seasion.

| “If anything has been clear in 
the conference,” it was declared by 
the American government spokes- 
man, “it has been the powers’ at- 
titude toward China and the

|ivised to receive what the confer- 
ence is giving in the spirit in which 
it is given. People who talk loosely 
about the conference and in criti- 
cem of its attitude toward China 
are either ignorant or do not 
|have China's interests at heart.“ 
| Despite this the Chinese re- 
iterate that unless they get Shan- 
tung back and Japan's grip on 
Manchuria through the twenty- 
one demands is broken, they will 
feel the conference a failure and 
may have to withdraw. The resig- 
ination of lesser officiala is taken 
‘as a “gesture” to draw attention 
to the case of China and it has 
succeeded. 

Mr. Hanthara, Japanese dele- 
gate, said tonight that Japan was 
prepared to go to “any reasonable 
length” to settle the Shantung 
question. Ue left the impression 
that Japan might even agree to 
give back the Shantung Railroad 
under proper financial arrange- 
ments in a certain fixed period. 
| ° Shantung was discussed by Chi- 
‘nese and Japanese in committee, 
but no reements were reached. 

Hanihafta, while showing signs 
of yielding on Shantung. stressed 
again the point of Japan's “special 
interests in Manchuria. There is 
no sign of Japan yielding there 
and in view of the utterances of 
American delegation officials, there 
is little chance that China's de- 
mand for the abrogation of the 
Manchurian leases will be backed 
by any of the powers. 
| It is not likely, however. that 
the Chinese will be dissuaded from 
presenting this point at the con- 
|ference, as they were side- ked 
on the Shantung issue. They plan 
to propose to the conference the 
cancellation of the Chino-Japanese 
arrangements concluded in May, 
1916, and which, according to the 
Chinese, the Peking government 
| was compelled to sign by threats 
ot force.

UR FIRST BUDGET. 


The submission on Monday by the Pres- 


ident to Congress of the first budget in the 
history of the Federal government marks 
one of the great forward strides in the fis- 
cal policy of our government. 

Not only does it call for a reduction of 
$462,000,000 from the estimated expendi- 
tures for 1922 (the budget becoming oper- 
ative for the fiscal year 1923) and of $2,032,- 
000,000 from the amount spent during 1921, 
but it also means the application of busi- 
ness methods to the conduct of the largest 
business in the world. 8 

The amazing thing is not that we have 
a budget so much as that we have been 
so long in coming to it. Nothing has con- 
tributed more to the waste of public money 
than the system of unchecked appropria- 
most others, has conducted from the 
outset. 


However, the governments in most of the 


leading mations have come around, under 
pressure of the burden of taxation upon the 


people, to the budget system. We have 


been among the last to adopt it because we 
have been so blessed in material resources 
that we have never as voters wrangled with 
our representatives over their handling of 
public funds, so long as 
ruptly expended. 

Under the strain of war taxes, however, 
we have come to realize that the conduct 
of the government vitally concerns every 
citizen and that public waste means private 
hardship. The result has been an entirely 
new attitude toward State and national gov- 
ernments in the matter of expenditures. | 


We are no longer satisfied with meg who 


boast that they will give a business admin- 
istration and then violate all the principles 
of business while in office. We have had 


enough of pledges of economy, followed by 


wild extravagance. What we must now 
have is a system of economy laid down 
through a budget and faithfully adhered to. 

That is what President Harding is at- 
tempting to do in the initiation of the bud- 
get system. The procedure of Gen. Charies 
G. Dawes, director of the budget, since he 
assumed his duties and in working out the 
details of the document as submitted, has 
been such as to win the confidence of all 
persons interested in economy on the 


very heart of irresponsibility and

the harmonizing of expenditures, the dis- 
tribution of available funds in accord with 
a po which takes into consideration all 
of the ities of the government. There- 
in lies its value to the nation. 

Every Congressman and every district

portant—and they are, to them. Heretofore 


we have had no recognized and suthorita- 


tive clearinghouse for calls upon the treas- 
ury. Dach Congressman has been tempted 
away from rigid economy by “log-rolling” 
methods by which he has had to consent to 
needless appropriations for other districts 
in order to secure an unnecessary one for 
his own district. 

Now there will be an adjusting bureau to 
eliminate and moderate demands, and in 
addition there will be a watchdog of the 


treasury who will have the power, hereto |. 


fore lacking, to keep income and outlay 
within speaking distance of each other. 

The budget system, quietly initiated 
though it has been, is one of the really 
great accomplishments of this century in 
administrative procedure as applied to the 
Federal government.
